Reports  for  the  Years  1 968  and  1969. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  C-entlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  reports  for  the  years  1968  and  1969. 
The  1968  report  having  been  delayed  due  to  administrative  difficulties 
which  have  now  been  resolved,  and  for  convenience  the  two  reports  are 
here  presented  as  a  composite  document. 

The  reports  may  appear  to  the  reader  as  an  indigestible  mass  of 
figures  and  he  may  well  wonder  if  they  have  any  value  whatever  to  the 
community.  Their  value  lies  in  the  fact  of  there  being  a  permanent  re¬ 
cord  from  which  the  conditions  of  life  in  the  community  can  be  deduced 
and  compared  many  years  later.  A  single  report  therefore  has  little 
value,  unless  some  event  of  outstanding  interest  or  importance  has 
occurred. 

The  year  1968  showed  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of  measles.  The 
number  infected  was  far  lower,  however,  than  one  would  have  expected 
before  the  introduction  of  measles  innoculation.  Although  certain 
difficulties  with  the  vaccine  occurred  in  the  latter  part  of  1 968  a 
considerable  number  of  children  have  been  protected  and  this  has  shown 
itself  in  the  failure  of  the  development  of  the  expected  large  epidemic 
in  that  year. 

Refuse  disposal  has  long  been  a  problem  in  the  Upton  Rural  District 
as  it  has  in  many,  if  not  most,  of  the  country  districts  in  England  and 
Wales.  These  difficulties  are  chiefly  caused  by  the  increase  in  the 
ajmount  of  packaging  material  in  which  all  goods  are  wrapped;  by  the  fact 
that  this  material  tends  to  be  plastic  and  therefore  has  a  very  long  life 
unless  burnt;  and  finally,  by  the  decrease  in  the  amount  of  ash  which 
used  to  be  a  composting  accelerator  of  the  controlled  tipping  process. 

It  therefore  affords  considerable  relief  to  know  that  the  principle  of 
incineration  of  refuse  for  Upton  Rural  District  is  now  accepted  and  is 
moving  into  the  realms  of  actuality.

With  the  retirment  of  your  Chief  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Cromwell,  it 
is  apposite  to  comment  on  his  Stirling  work  since  his  appointment  in  1942. 
Much  of  the  basic  development  of  amenities  and  the  amelioration  of  con¬ 
ditions  are  directly  due  to  his  work  which  was  given  unsparingly  over  so 
many  years.  In  all  these  he  contrived  to  be  the  champion  of  the  individual 
and  of  those  who  needed  help.  This  highly  personal  approach  has  given  rise 
to  a  tradition  within  the  Department  v/hich  we  shall  try  to  live  up  to, 
however  difficult  it  may  be.

Public  Health  (Meat) 


(Cont . ) 


Due  to  staff  sickness  and  pressure  of  other  work  during  the  period 
April  to  June,  1969,  it  was  necessary  for  Public  Health  Inspectors  from 
Worcester  City  Council  to  assist  with  meat  inspection  to  ensure  that  a 
100%  meat  inspection  service  was  maintained.  The  cost  of  this  assistance, 
including  overtime  and  travelling  expenses,  amounted  to  £309#  0.  0, 

The  slaughterhouse  deals  mainly  with  good  quality  .animals  in  a 
reasonable  condition  of  health;  even  so,  more  than  7%  of  all  animals 
slaughtered,  and  inspected  during  the  years  were  found  to  be  affected 
with  conditions  necessitating  at  least  partial  condemnation.  Continued 
vigilance  is  clearly  essential  to  ensure  a  Safe  meat  supply  to  the 
public. 


The  slaughterhouse  proprietor  continues  to  give  full  co-operation 
and,  save  in  emergency  and  occasionally  at  special  periods  such  as  bank 
holidays ,  no  slaughtering  is  undertaken  at  weekends .

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SWIMMING  BATHS 


There  are  no  publicly  owned  swimming  baths  in  the  district.  The 
privately  owned  swimming  bath  at  The  Lawns  Hotel,  Kempsey  was  again  open 
to  the  public  during  the  summer  months. 

The  size  of  the  bath  is  60  feet  by  30  feet,  the  depth  at  the  shallow 
end  is  3  feet  6  inches  and  at  the  deep  end,  7  feet.  The  capacity  is 
approximately  6A,000  gallons. 

The  bath  is  filled  from  a  deep  well  on  the  premises. 

The  water  is  treated  by  preliminary  screening,  filtration,  simple 
chlorination  and  aeration  by  means  of  a  "cascade'',  the  turnover  period 
being  a  maximum  of  6  hours. 

Samples  taken  throughout  the  season  indicated  that  satisfactory 
bacteriological  and  chemical  standards  were  maintained. 


SE;7E.?A.GE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL, 

The  sewerage  scheme  for  Earls  Croome  and  Baughton  was  completed 
during  1969,  work  on  the  scheme  for  the  parish  of  Ripple  (including 
Uckinghall  and  Naunton)  is  now  in  progress. 

Plans  are  in  preparation  for  the  sewering  of  the  Stanks  Lane  and 
Newbridge  Green  area;  also  for  the  sewering  of  Birtsmorton  including 
the  necessary  enlargement  of  the  Castlemorton  works. 

Many  other  areas  in  the  district  continue  to  rely  on  small  privately 
owned  installations;  difficulty  can  arise  in  disposing  of  the  effluent 
from  these  installations  due  to  the  poor  absorbing  quality  of  the  heavy 
marl  sub-soil  which  covers  most  of  the  area. 

Thorough  supervision  is  essential  to  ensure  the  correct  siting  and 
construction  of  these  installations  in  the  first  instance.

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IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS.  (Cont#) 


The  Housing  Act,  1  969  drastically  expanded  previous  Government  measures 
for  assisting  house  improvements  hy  means  of  financial  grants.  Among  other 
innovations  the  Act  introduced  £1,000.  0.  0. ,  discretionary  grants  and  a  new 
procedure  whereby  owners  may  obtain  rent  increases  on  properties  provided 
with  all  the  "standard"  amenities. 


In  this  district  the  new  Act's  provisions  do  not  come  as  a  surprise  but 
rather  as  an  endorsement  and  an  extension  of  the  Council’s  long-established 
practice  of  encouraging  house  improvements  by  means  of  grant.  For  the  past 
20  years  the  Council  have  successfully  carried  out  within  their  area  the 
improvement  grant  policy  of  successive  governments,  responsibility  for  the 
work  throughout  the  period  being  entrusted  to  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Mr.  E.  J.  Cromwell.  Under  Mr  Cromwell's  firm  direction,  552 
discretionary  and  2ip1  standard  grants,  totalling  £21 0,672.  0,  0.,  in  all, 
have  been  approved  by  the  Council  up  to  the  commencement  of  the  1969  Act. 

For  a  rural  district  this  is  no  mean  record,  and  Mr.  Cromwell  may  well  be 
said  to  have  laid  the  firmest  of  foundations  for  the  further  development 
of  the  grant  scheme  in  the  years  ahead.
